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NEW SWINDLE GIMMICK 
BANKS HAVE BEEN warned to be on 
the alert for a new trick that has been used 
to victimize banks in several sections of 
the country. The warning has come from 
the FBI. 
The trick, with a few variations, is de­ 
scribed as follows: 
A person purporting to be a customer of 
the bank presents a deposit to a teller. The 
deposit consists of several checks drawn 
on other banks, generally out of town. As 
soon as the teller accepts the deposit, the 
“ customer” presents a counter check or 
personal check to be cashed. 
The teller, by this time having been lull­ 
ed into the error of regarding the crook 
as a legitimate customer, accommodates 
him by cashing the check. The denouement 
comes when the bank learns that the “ cus­ 
tomer” does not have an account and that 
the checks deposited are worthless. 
The person, high on the wanted list of 
the FBI, who has left a trail of activities 
based on this gimmick, has used m o r e 
than 200 aliases. He is described as being 
between 40 and 50 years of age, with sandy, 
graying hair and a slightly receding hair 
line. He usually wears glasses, frequently 
carries a brief case, and his “deposits” in- 
coude from two to seven out-of-town checks 
totalling between $400 and $1,800. 
Checks cashed are always for even dol­ 
lars and for several months have always 
been for $100. Tellers describe him as very 
calm, with a pleasing personality, and the 
appearance of a responsible business man. 
As one banker says, it’s the people you 
wish you hadn’t met that make banking 
anything but a prosaic occupation. 


BULL IN CHINA SHOP 
THE UNITED STATES has wangled 
military bases in Spain from General F ran­ 
co, but the latter’s current attitude points 
up the unwillingness of Britain, France 
and other European countries to make a 
deal with the Spanish dictator. He is be­ 
ginning to resemble a bull in a china shop. 
There have been Spanish demonstrations 
at the British embassy, demands for t h e 
transfer of Gibraltar sovereignty to Spain, 
and protests over Queen Elizabeth’s forth­ 
coming visit to the Rock. The British peo­ 
ple, of course, are incensed. 
French policy in Morocco has set Franco 
on his ear and he is concocting reprisals. 
These and other events make Spain’s close 
association with the free nations of West­ 
ern Europe unlikely. 
Franco’s didoes have had the effect of 
killing one Washington rumor. Perhaps 
for the possible effect it might have on 
stiffening France’s backbone, it was whis­ 
pered in the capital city that NATO head­ 
quarters might be transferred to Madrid 


None of us are required to know every­ 
thing, but the Chief of Army Intelligence 
(G-2) is presumed to have a w o r k i n g 
knowledge of the objective enemy of his 
country and his operations against the 
United States. Recently the commander of 
G-2 of the United States Army was Gen­ 
eral Richard C. Partridge, who has had a 
notable career in the military service of 
his country. He was called before the Mc­ 
Carthy Committee and testified in the 
presence of the Secretary of the Army, 
Robert T. Stevens. He was expected to be 
a friendly witness. 
The subject under discussion was a book 
prepared by the Army in 1951 to familiar­ 
ize American intelligence officers with the 
people, their ideas and ways in Siberia. I 
have read this book and find that it often 
quotes Stalin’s writings without quotation 
marks or any other evidence attributing 
the writing to Stalin. General Partridge de­ 
fended the book and got into a hassle with 
Senator M c C a r th y over its nature. T h e 
book was written by Major Donald E m er­ 
son Allen and his bibliography shows that 
his references included Communists, p r o ­ 
communists and pro-Russians. 
General 
Partridge did not originate the book. 
However, in the course of tine interroga­ 
tion, it appeared that General Partridge 
did not possess elementary knowledge of 
the subject as the following colloquy shows 
“Mr. Cohn: As I understand, it is very 
important to prevent infiltration of Com­ 
munists and to indoctrinate the troops con­ 
cerning 
Communism 
and 
Communist 
methods and techniques. Are you familiar 
with ‘Peter’s Manual’? 
“General Partridge: No, I am not. 
(Peter’s Manual is the standard book of 
instructions for American Communists.)

SKIN tuberculosis is rarely fa­ 
tal, but its effects can be disfig- i 
uring enough to cause extreme 
misery. It Is one of the most diffi­ 
cult types of tuberculosis to treat, j 
It can occur any place on the 
body, although It most commonly 
locates on the face. The sore is 
usually a soft brownish pimple 
resembling apple butter. How- 
ever, large tuberculous growths ! 
or ulcers may form. 
Scar Form ation 
As the disease spreads, the 
parts of the skin that are affected 
heal by a scar formation. The 
disease usually progresses very 
slowly. 
There was formerly little hope 
for the person suffering from 
tuberculosis of the skin. It very 
rarely killed its victims as did 
tuberculosis of the lung, but the 
results were often disfiguring.
